“The incident took place on a small 
road looked upon as cleared of 
mines,’* the commander of the 
Swedish UN contingent, Colonel 
Jonas Lundgren, said.

The body of the dead man, 
Sergeant-Major Karl-Oscar 
Johansson, was thrown into the 
Litani River, and was only recovered 
several hours later. His wounded 
companion, Sergeant Max Lindberg, 
was taken by ambulance to the town 
of Marjayoun, and from there he was 
flown by helicopter to Haifa's Ram- 
bam . The hospital reported 
last night that the operation on 
Lindberg’s injured right leg had been 
a routine one, and that his condition 
was satisfactory. He is expected to 
be released in two weeks.

Cairo’s willingness to host 
Weizman surprises U.S. officials

WASHINGTON. — American of- 
ficials were surprised yesterday to 
learn that Defence Minister Ezer 
Welsman has been invited to visit 

Egypt once again. 

For the past few days, officials 
here had insisted thet such a visit 
was unlikely αἱ present. While not 
ruling out a secret Weizman visit to 
Egypt, they had expressed the opi- 
nion that Egypt, would not welcome 
an Israeli leader publicly as long as 
Israeli forces remairied in Lebanon, 

Once again, Egypt's w’ een to 
continue a direct dialogue Israel 
bas confounded U.S. officials. “They 
keep surprising us," one U.S. source 
said. 

Earlier in the week, U.S, officials 
had also been telling reporters that 
Egypt wanted to keep "the heat up" 
against Israel following Prime 
Minister Mezahem Begin's un- 
succesaful talks with President 
Carter last week. A direct contact 
between Cairo and Jerusalem would 
ease domestic pressures against 
Begin, they believed, and, therefore, 
Egypt was unlikely to approve the 
Weizman visit. 

But the U.S, asseasment has been 
proven wrong. 

However, U.S. officials yesterday 
explained that Egypt's willingness to 
invite Weizman was ly the 
result of the high regard which Egyp- 
tian officials have for the defence 
minister. Weizman is known to have 
made a favourable impression on 
Sadat and other Egyptians, con- 
siderably more favourable than did 
Begin. “They want to build up Ezer," 
one U.S. source said, 

Meanwhile, officials here are 
refusing to rule out a4 visit to 
Washington next month by Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan — as has been 
reported in the Israel! press. They 
said that Begin was still expected in 
the U.S. at the end of April and early 
May in connection with Israel's 30th 
anniversary celebrations. 

Israel's case yesterday received 
an important boost from Harvard 
professor Richard Pipes, one of 
America’s most respected foreign 
policy authorities. Writing in ‘‘The 
New York Times,” Pipes complained 
about a recent article by “Timea” 


columnist James Reston, who had 
said that a great psychological 
change had taken place in the Arab 
world — that the Arabs are now 
ready to accept Israel ‘‘as part of the 

Pipes, who last year was responsi-

‘The country's two sugar refineries 
have applied for a 20 per cent protec- 
tive duty against imported sugar, but 
the Ministry of Industry, Commerce 
and Tourism has 50 far turned them 
down. 

Minister Yigal Hurvitz said 
yesterday that his ministry 18 
prepared to Impose 2 protective duty 
of no more than a few per cent. Ac- 
cording to Hurvitz, the subsidy 
system under which sugar has been 
produced for the last 15 years was a 


mistake, and the current season is 
the last in which subsidies will be 


paid. 

The ministry offered the sugar 
beet farmers the same price as paid 
in the EEC, but the Israeli rs 
rejected this proposal. A reduction in 
the cultivation of beet will 
cause an employment problem in the 
two sugar refineries. 

Hurvitz said that there has recent- 
ly been a decline in the price of sugar 
in world markets and he hoped that 
the domestic price would also come 
down.

Holocaust survivor tells court how 
he met Nazi on Chicago subway 


By SANDEBA BALMER 
CHICAGO (AP). — A survivor of the 
Holocaust testified on Tuesday that 
he accidentally encountered Frank 
Walus on a Chicago subway — the 
same man he allegedly saw kill a 
woman and her daughter 80 years 
earlier in Poland. 

Walus, 55, a retired Chicago fac- 
tory worker, ig on trial on charges 
that he concealed his alleged Nazi 
background from immigration 
authorities when he became a 
naturalized citizen in 1970. 

Simon Mlodinow, 70, now a Skokie 
furrter, told Judge Julius Hoffman of 
the U.S. District Court that he had 
seen Walus pul! a gun and shoot the 
two while Mlodinow attempted to dig 
@ tunnel out of the Jewish ghetto in 
Czestochowa, Poland. 

"I saw him come out of the police 
station,"’ Mlodinow told the court. He 
said a woman came out of a Jewish 
hospital across the street at the 
same time. 

Mlodinow testified, ‘He (Walus) 
took out a gun and shot her. Then her 
daughter came running out, yelling 
‘Mama! Mama!’ He bent down and 
he shot her too." The witness 
momentarily broke down in sobs 
auld gasps from the crowded cour-

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Police ready, but no trouble 
expected today — Land Day 


Jerusalem Post Statt 


Police have been working to 
reduce tension as many local Arabs 
observe Land Day today, but rein- 
forcements are being kept on hand in 
case of trouble. 

The major event of the day will be 
the unvelling of a memorial in 
Sekhnin village. near Acre, home of 
three of the six Arabs who lost thelr 
lives in the first Land Day two years 
ago when a general strike was 
proclaimed in protest against 
government Jand expropriation in 
Galilee. The day was accompanied 
by roadblocks and stone-throwing by 
villagers. 

Last year the day passed relative- 
ly quietly in most villages. In Baka 
al-Gharblya and Jatt, however, 
schoolchildren ran wild and a 
number of local residents were hurt 
when border policemen moved in to 
stop them. 

This year the police announced 
that In addition to issuing a permit 
for the rally in Sakhnin, they are 
maintaining contact with all local 
councils in areas where disturbances 
could break out. 

To prepare for possible trouble, 
the police have cancelled all leaves 
and deployed reinforcements in 
Galilee, the West Bank and 
Jerusalem. At the request of local 
authorities, police will keep out of 
villages where meetings are 
scheduled, but will be ready to in- 
tervene if requested. 

Land Day organizers have appea)- 
ed to the population to keep orderand 
“abstain from provocation.” The 
Organizers, as well ag the 
Democratic Front, decided to keep a 
jow profile, and even the minute's 
silence, in memory of those killed, 
will not be observed. 

Furthermore. the land expropria- 
tion, which provoked the original 


Land Day, has not in fact been 
carried cut, In Nazareth, 8 
Democratic Front stronghold, no 
demonstrationa will be held, and the 
Democrati¢ Front-dominated city 
council has merely published a state- 
ment expressing [18 support for the 
Land Day organizers. 

In Gaza, military sources reported 
last night that there were no signs 
that disturbances will occur In the 
Strip to mark Land Day, but local 
parents have organized special 
school patrols to try to prevent out- 
breaks similar to those experienced 
here early Jast week. In those distur- 
bances gangs of schoolchildren 
roamed streets in towns throughout 
the Strip smashing motor car 
windshields, throwing stones and 
burning tyres. 

Yesterday afternoon the Gaza 
Strip military commander, Tat-Aluf 
Yosef Castel, held a meeting with 
about 200 school principals, 
teachers, parents and mayors from 
all over the Strip to discuss the aitua- 
tion. 


The parents have asked to cancel 
the heavy fines which were imposed 
on the demonstrators following the 
unrest. Some 300 arrested youths 
were fined a total of ILim. by 
military tribunals. Castel told the 
parents that if there was quiet in the 
future he would consider cancelling 
the fines. 


In Haifa, a group of about 250 
Jewish students prevented ἃ much 
smaller group of Arab students from 
holding a protest meeting on the eve 
of Land Day at Haifa University 
yesterday afternoon. There was 
much jostling between the two 
groups, but no injuries. A large force 
of police, stationed across the road 
from the university, was not called 
in. 


U.S. congressmen meet with

MOSCOW. — Members of the U.S. 
Congressional delegation travelling 
with the House Armed Services com- 
mittee met yesterday with ten 
Jewish activist women, and promis- 
ed to help one of them, who is seek- 
ing vital medicai care for her infant 
daughter in the U.S. 

The group gathered without in- 
terference in the hotel room of 
Representative Henry A. Waxman, 
‘Democrat-California), who talked 
on Tuesday to the mother of im- 
prisoned Jewish dissident Anatoly 
Shcharanaky. 

Waxman said Shcharansky's 
mother, Ida Milgrom, was unable to 
Provide fresh information on how 
soon the trial may take place, but ex- 
pressed intense concern over the 
continued incarceration of her son. 

Shcharansky has been held incom- 
municado since hia arrest more than 
a year ago. Soviet press accounta 
have accused the 80-year-old former 
computer programmer of taking 
part in a spy ring which involved 
U.8. diplomats and Western cor-

SALISBURY. — Rhodesian military 
headquarters yesterday described 
as exaggerated reports that a large 
group of black nationalist guerrillas 
Opposed to the Salisbury majority 
rule agreement had crossed into 
eastern Rhodesia from Mozam- 
bique. 

“Exaggerated reports of this 
nature contain no substance in fact,” 
sald a combined operations hesd- 
quarters spokesman. “The facts are 
that a security forces patrol sur- 
prised a number of terrorists in a 
base camp south of Umtall. : 

“Large quantities of-arms and am- 
munition abandoned by the terrorist 
group and a number of leaflets were 
recovered at the scene. The number 
of terrorists surprised is no greater 
than other groups contacted and 
destroyed in past actions in this 
operational area.

The spokesman did not say how 
many guerrillas bad been en- 
countered, ᾿ 

Meanwhile in Maputo, Mozam- 
bique, the black Rhodesian Patriotic 
Front guerrilla movement sald 
yesterday it was fighting Rhodesian 
government troops in what it called 
one of the flercest battles of the five- 
year war against Prime Minister Ian 
Smith's regime. 

The Patriotic Front said 600 


guerrilias from Mozambique had 
penetrated 64 km. into Rhodesia 
along the southeast border, A 
spokesman said thelr advance wag 
halted only by a flooded river. 

The guerrillas also said they had 
opened another front on Rhodesia's 
northeast border but did not give 
details of the fighting, 

The ‘‘Rhodesia Heraid’’ 
newspaper reported from Salisbury 
yesterday that security forces had 
routed a 100-atrong group of 
guerrillas believed to belong to the 
Zimbabwe African National Libera- 
tlon Army (Zanla} of Robert 
Mugahe. 


Mugabe is co-leader with Joshua 
Nkomo of the Patriotic Front, a 
guerrilla alliance which has pledged 
to step up the five-year-old bush war. 


The “Herald” said the incursion 
was one of the into Rhodesia 
since President Samora Machel of 
Mozambique closed his border with 
Rhodesia in March 1976. It said 
the group was believed to have in- 
eluded high-ranking field com- 
manders.

Arabs say they will arm 
Somalia against Ethiopia 


CAIRO. — Arab foreign‘ ministers 
decided yesterday to extend military 
and other aasistance to Somalia to 
help it defend its borders against any 
attack following its war with 
Ethiopia. 

The ministerial conference also 
condemned intervention by the 
Soviet Union and Cuba in the Horn of 
Africa, and called on them to 
withdraw their forces from the 
region immediately. 

The conference acted after moving 
to heal the breach between Egypt 
and its hardline Arab rivals by set- 
ting up a conciliation committee that 
would pave the way for an Arab sum- 
mit “as soon as possibile.” 


Arab League secretary Mahmoud 
Riad announced the decision on 
Somalia at a news conference. The 
Soviet Union and Cuba were not 
named in the resolution, but league 
officials said it was.almed at them. 


Riad told newsmen the resolution 
condemns acts by foreign forces in 
the Horn of Africa, calls on all 
foreign countries to withdraw their 
forces immediately from the area, 


urges settlement of disputes by 
peaceful means without outside in- 
tervention, and decides to extend 
humanitarian aid for refugees who 
moved to Somalia because of 
military operations in the Ogaden 
tegion 85 well as other assistance to 
Somalia. 

Asked about the nature of the other 
assistance, Riad said that “because 
of the presence of a foreign threat in 
the region, Somalia must be aided to 
defend its borders in the event of at- 
tack from outside. This would cover 
all kinds of assistance. It can include 
arms or money with which to buy 
arms." 

In Mogadishu, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman yesterday reaffirmed 
Somali support for their ‘‘brethren" 
in the Ogaden, and called for a 
neutral peace-keeping force in the 
region to end what it called 
“genocide” being committed by the 
Ethiopian army. 

In a statement on Mogadishu 
Radio monitored in Nairobi, the 
spokesman also demanded the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops sup- 
porting Ethiopia.

PARIS (UPI). — President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing yesterday 
answered criticism of his “open 
door" policy toward the leftist op- 
position by warning that it should not 
endanger the unity of the centre- 
right government coalition. 

. Giscard made the statement in an 
apparent reference to his historic 
meeting with Socialist leader Fran- 
cois Mitterrand — the first such 
meeting between the President and 
an opposition leader since the 
current French regime was founded 
in 1958. 

Mitterrand called on Giscard for 
an hour and 40 minutes at the 
President's invitation to discuss his 
appeal for the establishment of what 
-Giscard_tastweek.in a.speech.to the 
nation called ‘‘reasonable 
cohabitation'’ between the govern- 
ment and the opposition. 

Both Mitterrand and Elysee 
spokesman Pierre Hunt stressed 
that there was no question for either 
side of modifying its basic positions, 
but that it is desirable for opposing 
polltial forces in France to learn to 
live together.

MOST OF the women standing at the 
roadside asking for a lift would cer- 
tainly think twice before entering 8 
strange man’s apartment on their 
own Initiative. Yet that may well be 
how their behaviour is Interpreted 
when they accept a lift from a pass- 
ing motorist. 

The problem revolves around a 
difference in attitute. The woman 
hitch-hiker is merely seeking a quick 
and convenient means of transporta- 
tion, But the male driver who stopa 
for her may regard her as a woman 
of easy virtue — or at least 


somewhat of a flirt — who does not. 


mind haying a brief affair with him 
in exchange for the free ride. 
Moreover, he is likely to consider his 
car as a private room which con- 
veniently isolates the couple. 
However unplesasant the fact may 
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be, rape would thus seem to be one of 
the risks that women hitch-hikerg 
must accept. As Dr. Menahem Amir, 
head of the Hebrew University's 
criminology department, points out, 
the automobile is a valuable 
accessory to the rapist. It enables 
him to choose his victim, find a safe 
location for the crime and then es- 
cape quickly. 

One of the conclusions of research 
that Dr. Amir has conducted on hitch- 
hike rape in California is that the 
deportment of the woman has at 
least a passive role in encouraging 
the rapist. This is especially impor- 
tant since the rapist is not necessari- 
ly a hardened criminal, but rather 
an ordinary person who for a com- 
bination of psychological pressures 
and external] circumstances decides 
to attack his hapless victim. 

Although no separate records are 
kept on hitch-hike rape either in 
America or Israel, Dr. Amir es- 
thnates that incidents of rape would: 
decrease 26 per cent if women 
refrained from hitch-hiking. 

In light of the risks involved in 
hitch-hiking and the growing sen- 
sitivity to rape here, women soldiers 
have been asked by the commander. 
of the Women's Corps not to hitch- 
hike after dark. 

Ms. Joanne Yaron, an active 
member of the Israel Feminist 
Movement, which recently opened a 
Rape Crisis Centre m Tel Aviv, is 
critical of this decision, claiming

that {tt restricts women's rights. In 
general, she rejects attempts to 
place the blame for rape on women, 
and thus to mit their activity. 

The rapist should not only be 
punished, she argues. He should also 
earn the moral condemnation of 
soclety, which, given prevailing at- 
titudes. is not always the case. 
Otherwise, the logic of the army's 
decision would ultimately lead to 
recommending thet women stay at 
home without make-up. 


Ms. Yaron is also afraid that the 
army's decision will put girls who 
are raped In an awkward position, 
since they will be reluctant to report 
the rape and admit they ignored the 
rule not to hitch hike. 


ALUF-MISHNE Dalia Raz, com- 
mander of the Women's Corps. 
responds to this criticism by pointing 
out that the announcement was in- 
tended only as advice, not as an 
order. If a woman soldier is raped, 
she will neither be blamed nor 
punished. Once the rape is reported 
to the army, the file will be 
transferred to the police. and if male 
soldiers are involved the case will be 
handled by the military police. 

ΑἿΜ Raz adds that both army and 
public transportation is availeble to 
and from all camps. The army has 
no control over the decision of some

soldiers to seek a quicker and more 
pomlortane means of transporta- 
tion. 

In spite of the army's advice and 
the availability of public transporta- 
tion, 2 sizeable number of girls can 
usually be found among the soldiers 
standing at the hiteh-hiking station 
in Jerusalem on the road to Tel Aviv. 

Several of the girl soldiers, when 
interviewed late one afternoon, ad- 
mitted that their commander's ad- 
vice was reasonable, but that they 
had no choice since they wanted to 
return to thelr base on time and 
there was no direct bus. Two girls, 
one with her soldier boy friend and 
the other accompanied by her hus- 
band, were not worried about the 
prospect of hitch-hiking.

after sunaet. Girl soldiers inter- 
viewed at the same atation said they 
would prefer to take a bus, but had 
no choice. 

Dr. Amir thinks it reasonable to 
ask girl soldiers to refrain from 
hitch-hiking. He observes that there 
is a substantial gap between men 
and women in their understanding of 
the newer and more liberal sexual 
mores, According to his research on 
campus rape in America, men tend 
to be more conservative than women 
and are likely to misunderstand a 
certain behaviour pattern by 
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women. 

In any case, most Israe] drivers 
have probably noticed the girl who, 
confident of her good looks, stands 
apart from the rest of the hitch- 
hikers, hoping to have better Juck in 
attracting a ride. In light of the 
evidence, Dr. Amir comments, it 
might be wiser for these girls to be 
more careful. 

In the short run, more efficient 
work by the police and courts in deal- 
ing with rapists — though not 
necessarily through more severe 
sentences — would reduce the 
number of rapes on the road. But it 
will take a fundamental change in 
general attitudes before women 
hitch-hikers can stand on the road, 
secure in the knowledge that they 
will be taken for nothing more than a 
ride. 


Trucking industry turnover is about IL2.25b. 


Slump in trucking may 


hurt entire economy 


import branch of the country’s 
economy is in danger unless steps 
are taken immediately to improve 
the situation of the truckers. This 
dire warning was sounded by 
Menahem ‘‘Mondek" Gover, chair- 
man of the Board, in a re- 
cent interview with The Jerusalem 
Post. 

Gover explained that if the truck- 
ing branch does not develop in step 
with the increase in ex- 
ports and imports, it will not be able 
to ‘serve the economy adequately. 
Such a Jag might even jeopardize the 
economy, he added. 

Gover pointed out that the 
trackers are for hauling 
92 ar 98 per cent of all inland 


truckers’ 78 per cent. . 

The yearly turnover of the truck- 
ing industry is about IL2.25b. It 
employs some 35,000. persons direct- 
ly and 8 larger number indirectly in 
services connected with trucking. 

“Despite these figures the branch 
is in a stump,” Gover said. “Accord- 
ing to a report by the Benk of Israel 
there was a six per cent drop in the 
number of trucks in 1976. For 1877 
the bank expects to report a similar 
drop. These trucks which have been 
taken out of service have either been 
sold to Arabs from Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza, they have been scrapped, 
or they are simply standing and 
rusting in the sun," Gover said. 

Questioned about the causes of the 
present situation in the industry, 
Gover emphasized that since the 
Yom Kippur War, when new trucks 
were bought to cope with the 
emergency,. the country's fleet has 
not been renewed. 

He said that the truckers are not 
replacing old vehicles because they 
do not have the money and because 
of the lack of easy credit. Due to the 


Menahem “Mondek”’ Gover 
spiralling costs of maintenance, 
truckers cannot catch up with infla- 
tion and are forced to eat up the 
moneys which they should be saving 
for new trucks. 

Gover also claimed that his is the 
only group in the economy that has 
to compete with a government- 
subsidized service — the railways. 
“This competition is not only unfair 
put is also ruining the trucking 
branch," he said. 

Gover also complained about 
another source of unfair competi- 
tion, Arab truckers from Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza. ''They are able 
to compete not only because of their 
lower standard of living but because 
of the low level of maintenance of 
their trucks." he said. τον 

As if all this wasn't bad enough, 
there have been reports recently 
that, because of the liberalization 
policy of the government, unorganiz- 
ed groups may penetrate the in- 
dustry. These groups may import, 
trucks and start competing with the, 
organized truckers, Gover said. 

To emphasize this point, Gover 
said that there 15 a need for about 1,- 
000 new trucks right now. A large 
diesel truck costs today about 
1L1.25m. This means that if the coun- 
try needs 1,000 such trucks, Jt has to 
invest IL1.25b. 

But most of ail, Gover demands 
that truckers be allowed to charge 
more realistic fees, sothat they can 
keep up with inflation. 


Passengers organize and 
put bus co-ops on trial 


TEL AVIV. — Public transportation 
was placed on trial yesterday by the 
Consumer Shield Association, as 
“@itnerses™ stepped up to testify 
about crowded buses, lengthy trips 
and wild bus drivers. 

In a separate action a new 
organization was formed, the Public 
Transport Users Association, which 
elected a 17-member committee to 
meet with Meir Amit, the Minister of 
Transport. 

At the public trial, witnesses com- 
plained they had to wait too long for 
a bus, and once aboard, the ride took 
longer than it should. One passenger 
complained that it took him 75 
minutes to go by bus from Tel Aviv to 
Netanya. Others objected to ticket 
vendors slammimg bus doors in 
their faces. a 

Defending public transportation, 
Amnon Bogen, chairman of the Egg- 
ed Bus Cooperative, said it takes 25 
minutes to go from Netanya to the 
outskirts of Tel Aviv, another 25 
minutes to reach the Central Bus 
Station. He said the trip could be 
reduced in time if special lanes were 


reserved for buses only. 
‘The chairman of the newly formed 


‘PTUA, Hayim Baltsan, charged that 


in. the last 15 years Dan buses have 
increased the number of vehicles 
from 690 to 700. He said Dan has 
about 500 additional buses, but these 
are used for tourist transportation 
and on the Ramat Gan - Jerusalem 
line. 

Deputy Mayor David Shifman, ad- 
dreasing the opening assembly of 
the PTUA, said there are more than 
1.2 m. persons using public transpor- 
tation daily, and their voices must be 
heard. He promised Tel Aviv would 
assist the new group. 

Baltaan said that his new organiza- 
tion has the backing of nearly all the 
voluntary and consumer 

ons in the country, but that 
the organization would be open on 8. 
membership-voluntary basis.

It takes about 48 pay checks to buy a new car 


TEL AVIV. — If you have the feeling that the prices of 
cars have gone up considerably over the past four years 
— you are right. But just how right you are is borne out by 
a table prepared by Arie Carasso, the president of the 


Automobile Importers Association. 


He based his table on the average wage earned in the 
economy and the number of pay checks it took ata given 


time to purchase a car. 


In 1974 the average monthly wage was 11,584. At the 
end of December 1977 it was IL4,900. 

In 1875 a small automobile — say a Renault 4 — cost 
1L.27,250, or about 17 monthly salaries. Today the same 


mode] car costs IL133,350, including VAT, or abour 27 
monthly salaries. 

To buy a medium-size car in 1874/75 you needed the 
equivalent of about 29 monthly salaries, while today you 


need 48. For a higher priced car you needed 45.5 monthly 


pay checks in 1974/75, compared to 85 today. 
Carasso was speaking to economic reporters this week 
at a study day organized by the Federation of Israeli 


Chambers of Commerce. 


He emphasized that the increase in the price of cars 


means that the average age of cara here is getting higher. 


In 1974 the average age was 4.5 years, but at the end of 
1977 it reached seven years.

By a stroke of his pen Transport 
Minister Meir Amit can bring 
almost immediate relief to 
Jerusalem's tens of thousands of 
long-suffering bus riders. But for 
reasons known only to himself — and 
Rot to the public or the city's taxi 
industry — Amit refuses to sign an 
authorization that would permit 


/ operation of a city-wide sherut 


(“shared cab") system. 

Sherut cabs and minibuses operate 
in Tel Aviv and Halfa, affording 
welcome travel relief to weary com- 
muters. 

Tronically, Jerusalem has no 
sherut service though it needs it 
most. Not only Knesset Members 
and various public committees — 
but Minister Amit himself — have 
repeatedly stated that Egged is in- 
capable of serving the public 
transport needs of the people of 
Jerusalem. 

Despite this, Amit and his staff are 
continually ‘'studying the question." 

For people who do not own cars the 
“question” of instituting a sherut 
service should be very easy to 
answer. All it takes is @ supply of 
cabs or minibuses plying the bus 
routes and picking up riders who 
otherwise must wait 10, 20 or 30 
minutes for a crowded bus. 

To learn how sheruis could help, 
The Post this week spoke with Shem- 
tov Shemtov, chairman of the 
Jerusalem Taxi Operators Associa- 
tion. 

“Except for a little bit of competi- 
tion, something Egged cannot stand, 
there is nothing but good in giving 
Jerusatemites the transportation 
service they deserve," he sald. 

“Look, here are our letters to 
Transport Ministers, dating back to 
1972. Our requests for permission to 
run a sherut service is backed by the 
Municipal Transportation Com- 
mittee, an independent, voluntary 
public body with no financial interest 
in the taxi industry. 

“Yet, all we get is replies that the 
question is under study. Meanwhile, 
the people of this city must suffer, 
while more and more taxi owners 
are virtually idle." 

Unlike Egged, the Jerusalem taxi 
owners would not demand govern- 
ment subsidization, he said. Their 
only request would be for some loans 
with which to buy 12- or 18-seat 
minibuses, so that the cost per trip 
could be brought down. 

If they are allowed to Jaunch 
sherut service in the near future, 
says Shemtov. they could start with 
their existing seven-passenger cabs 
and charge a flat rate of ap- 
proximately IL2.50 per passenger 
ride compared with IL1.60 Egged 


charges (besides the Government 
subsidy it receives.) 

“We could get this thing started 
within days,"’ Shemtov told The 
Post."’ "‘No legislation is needed, no 
amendment of laws.” 

Shemtov's organization includes 
450 of West Jerusalem's 500 taxicab 
owners. There are another 260 Arab- 
owned taxis in East Jerusalem. 
These two groups, plus several hun- 
dred transient non-Jerusalem cabs 
plying the capital's roads bring the 
average daytime taxi figure on the 
streets to about 1,000. 

“There are perhaps tod many tax- 
is now," he pointed out. "And it's go- 
ing to get worse next month, when 
120 to 150 new taxi licences will be 
issued. Almost all of our members 
would be glad to turn off their 


. meters, forget. about the ‘special’ 


trips and join a sherut service. It cer- 
tainly is better than cruising around 
for hours, burning fuel and rarely 
picking up a fare." 

About 60 per cent of Shemtov's 
members are wounded war 
veterans. The Post put the sherui 
matter before two senior Transport 
Ministry officials: Ezra Kamma, 
deputy legal adviser, and Moshe 
Batzrai, Controller of Road 
Trans 

Said Kamma: “It's a matter of 
status quo. All Jerusalem sherut 
routes — and there were a few — 
that were in operation before 1967 
may still operate if they so wish.” 


(According to Shemtov, the 


Hamekasher Bus Company, which 
was later purchased by Egged, 
bought up almost all these routes so 
as to eliminate competition.) 
Kamma challenged the taxi 
operators to seek relief in court. 
“They hardly stand a chance!" he 
asserted. “We recently won a case 
against a cab group that sought to. 


open a sherut line between 
Jerusalem and Beit Shemesh.” He 
admitted that Egged had been an in- 
terested party in that case. 

Moshe Batzrai insisted that 
“although aherut service would be a 
great convenience, the competition 
would weaken Egged, forcing it to 
demand more government sub- 
sidization."’ 

He also believed sherul drivers 
would only ply the busy, profitable 
routes, while neglecting the less 
densely populated centres. 

(Shemtov laughed this off, saying 
his members would cover the ma- 
jority of the routes.) 

The repeated letters to Minister 
Amit from the Taxi Operators 
Association are not the only ones go- 
ing upheeded. A few weeks ago 
Elizezer Glaubach, ἃ Jerusalem City 
Councillor, wrote Amit: ‘I appeal to 
you to allow opening of regular 
sheruf services in Jerusalem." 


Seatbelt law extended 3 years

The seatbelt law waa extended for 
another three years yesterday by the 
Knesset Economic Committee. 

The committee, headed by former 
Transport Minister Gad Ya'acobi, 
heard impressive — and predictable 
— results in favour of the belta from 
research conducted by the Transport 
Ministry and the police. 

In fatal accidents on inter-urban 
roads, where the law applies, the 
mortality among drivers who wore 
the belts was 37 per cent, compared 
to 60 per cent for those who had not 
buckled up. Injuries sustained by 
drivers and front-seat passengers 
who wore their belts were Οὗ 8 lighter 
nature. 
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The researchers assume that the 
introduction of the law in 1976 saved 
the lives of 100 car occupants. 
Another 100 could have been saved if 
they had buckled up in accordance 
with the law. 


A comparison of the 18 months . 


before the introduction of the law 
with the same period afterwarda, in- 
dicates a decrease of five per cent in 
the number of car occupants injured. 
For fatalities the decrease was even 
more significant — etght per cent. 


At the same time there was an in- 
crease of ten per cent in the number 
of injured and 42 per cent In fatalities 
in accidents on urban roads, where 
the seatbelt law does not apply. 
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Mr. Begin edges back 


ATTENTION was focussed yesterday on the Knesset debate. 
But important political developments have occurred less 


perceptibly. 


It seems evident that Prime Minister Begin has begun to 
climb down, quietly and discreetly, from two precarious limbs 
on which he perched himself rather unnecessarily only a short 
while ago: the inapplicability of Security Council Resolution 242 


and the issue of settlements. 


Earlier this week he despatched Deputy Prime Minister 
Yigae! Yadin to announce that his own interpretation of 242 was 
that it was relevant to the West Bank, as well ag Sinai and the 
Golan. Presumably Prof, Yadin would not have made this state- 
ment at the time he did without the Prime Minister's tacit con- 


sent. 


Yesterday in the Knesset, Mr. Begin hedged on the igsue, but 
Mr. Dayan was more forthright. The signal was that 242 should 
no longer be a point of dispute between Israel and the U.S. and 


hopefully also Egypt. 


With regard te the settlements issue the operative decision 
was the postponement of the Cahinet Settlements Committee 
meeting scheduled for today. Instead, a policy hag been adopted 
to freeze all new settlement activity for the duration of the 
Egyptian-Israel peace negotiations, 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Weizman's departure for Cairo today 
will be the first step in getting the stalled military and political 


talks with Egypt started again. 


Presumably the hint of modifications in Israel's position on 
242 have helped pave the way for Mr. Weizman's visit. 

Had Mr. Begin been more explicit on the issue in the Knesset 
yesterday he might also have elicited a stronger show of 
domestic backing. Certainly obtaining only 64 votes in support 
of the centrai pillar of his foreign policy should serve him as a 
warning that in the past two months his policy has diverged 
from the national consensus on what is required for a balance 
between the search for peace and the search for security. 

It was only the loyalty of the DMC ministers, who refrained 
from expressing their reservations in the manner of the DMC 
Knesset representatives, that saved the government from em- 


barrassment. 


In the long course of the negotiations that have been started, 
the Prime Minister’s principal strength must be the support of 
the people. His policy must also be designed to assure that sup- 
port. Then he will be able to withstand unacceptable demands 
from the U.S. or Egypt without fear of domestic strain. 


A happy end 


ALL'S WELL that ends well. But the toil and trouble that were 
invested, and the indignities that were endured in reaching that 


end were entirely unnecessary. 


‘There was never any doubt that of ali the names mentioned as 
prospective candidates for the presidency, that of Yitzhak 
Navon was the most suitable and most popular. This was equal- 
ly true five years ago when Mrs. Golda Meir blocked his way. It 
is gratifying, indeed, that in what seems to be the final flip in the 
flip-flop of the presidential sweepstakes, Mr. Navon has finally 
emerged as the unchallenged candidate. 

Prof. Yitzhak Chavet, Prime Minister Begin's candidate, 
deserves a vote of thanks for withdrawing from the race, 
however belatedly. It implies no insult to him to reiterate that as 
ἃ complete newcomer to public life he was far from being an 
acceptable candidate for the nation’s supreme symbolic posi- 


tion. 


Mr. Chavet surely deserves an apology from the Prime 
Minister for embroiling him in a race for which he was totally 
unprepared, and for subjecting him to the indignities heaped 
upon him by a bemused public which was simply not in the mood 
to humour the Prime Minister in his vagaries. 

Dr. Rimalt who would have made an eminently suitable can- 
didate has acquitted himself with horiour in withdrawing 
gracefully from the race after Mr. Navon's announcement 


yesterday that he is re-entering. 


The main lesson to be learned from the presidential affair of 
the past three weeks is that a prime minister must commit his 
prestige and authority with greater caution than Mr. Begin dis- 
played. The Prime Minister's authority is after all a precious 
commodity. It should never be debased by being committed un- 


wisely. 
Mr. Begin 


and all Israelis interested in stable government 


should be pleased that the Prime Minister was rescued from his 
predicament and that a good Preaident will be the result. 


THE U.S. State Department at least 
at one time believed that reprisal 
raids were a proper means of protec- 
ting frontiers against marauders, a 
reader reminds us with reference to 
recent events In the north. 

On June 20th 1916, Secretary of 
State Robert Lansing addressed a 
note to the Mexican Forelgn 
Secretary. It said: ‘The American 
government cannot and will not 
allow bands of lawless men to es- 
tablish themselves npon its borders 
with Uberty to invade and plunder 
American territory with impunity 
and, when pursued, to seek safety 
across the border, relying upon the 
pleas of their government that the In- 
tegrity of the soll of the Mexican 
republic must not be violated.

punishment or destruction on the 
raider.

If the Mexican govern- 
ment, is unwilling or unable ἐσ give 
this protection by preventing {ts 
territory from being the rendezvous 
and refuge of murderers and 
plunderers. that does not relieve this 
government from ita duty to 
safeguard American citizens.”

How to negotiate with dictatorships 


A STUDY of autocratic regimes as 
described in these pages on March 20 
by Paul Eidelberg, reveals that their 
methods of negotiating with 
democracies differ significantly 
from those they employ with other 
autocracies. 

Contrary to appearances, 
authoritarian politicians are not 
necessarily less amenable to com- 
promise than democratic politicians. 
They are, however, less amenable to 
compromise with democratic 
politicians, and precisely because 
they usually don’t have to. 

Their ‘‘stall-and-rage” technique 
of dealing with democracies works 
well for them; it does not work well 
when dealing with fellow dictators, 
and is seldom used for that reason. 

Hence it is not only the character 
of dictatorships, but the cunning of 


’ the dictators that produces the kind 


of negotiating tactics we always 
seem to experience. His tactics de- 
pend not only on his system of 
government, but on the tendencies of 
our own. 

Bearing this In mind, suppose we 
were to write a handbook for 
democratic negotiators. On the 
somewhat simplistic assumption 
that dictators have an intrinsic an- 
tipathy ta compromise, the manual 
might say something like this: 


“THE NATURE of autocratic 
political systems makes it inherently 
difficult for rulers of such regimes to 
compromise. The autocrat himself is 
little used to political compromise 
and tends to view it, as he does all 
domestic opposition. as a challenge 
to his authority, perhaps to his very 
life. 

“This personal hostility to 
meaningful give-and-take is rein- 
forced by the inherent instability and 
vulnerability of all regimes resting 
on coercion rather than consent.

“The democratic statesman must 
take this into account, tempering his 
expectations and standing ready to 
take the first step, going the extra 
mile, and perhaps giving more than 
he gets."* 

Suppose. however, our manual for 
democratic negotiators were based 
on very different but generally more 
realistic assumptions about dic- 
tatorg. It might read like this: 


“THE NATURE of autocratic 
political systems makes it inherently 
easy for rulera of such regimes to 
compromise. Successful autocrats 
are above ail things calculating, 
possessed of a shrewd grasp of facts 
operative in the negotiating area. 

“They have no difficulty en- 
visioning the kind of settlement that 
would be equitable or that would at 
least temporarily terminate disputes 
with other powers. Ruling over a 
society resting on coercion rather 
than consent, they have no difficulty 
in Smposing such a settlement 
should they feel it is necessary. 

“Negotiating problems arise ex- 

actly because the autocrat un- 
“derstands the propensities of 
democracy. ‘‘He knows that to the 
democratic mind compromise is 
often seen as a good in itaelf; that 
completed negotiations are frequent- 
ly taken as successful negotiations 
serving to secure domeatic political 
advantage. 

“Be also knows that democratic 
politicians are impatient for results, 
especially during election years. The 
autocrat therefore need only bide his 
time, remain obdurate, or threaten 
to break off negotiations to elicit

One misperception that 
democratic diplomacy must over- 
come is that autocrats are 
temperamental, tender types who 
must be handled with kid gloves. 

Dictators often foster this pre- 
judi¢e to discourage democratic 
statesmen and other opinton-makers 
from enlightening public opinion 
ebout the vicious nature, methods, 
and objectives of dictatorial 
regimes. There Is nothing dictators 
fear more than truth. 

Truth, however, is not enough. The 
very character of dictatorships — 
centralized decision-making, control 
of public opinion, ruthlessness — 
gives them certain negotiating 2d- 
vantages which cannot be overcome 
unless democracies negotiate from ἃ 
position of dauntless power; in which 
case these advantages, paradoxical- 
ly. can be made to work for us rather 
than against us. 

Take the Machiavellian flexibility 
of totalitarian states. The most 
notorious example is the Hitler- 
Stalin Pact: one day mortat 
enemies, the next day brothers in 
blood — mainly Polish. A more re- 
cent example is Egyptian President 


Sadat's apparent shift from a pro-' 


Soviet to a pro-American foreign 
policy, designed to force Israel back 
to its 1949 borders. 


THIS EXTREME flexibility should 
teach us that dictators are not moral 
purists or doctrinaires, Whatever 
their ideological principles or iong- 
range objectives — and these should 
not be obscured or minimized — they 


are quite capable of suspending, 
postponing them when unfavour. @

ARECENT report from the Ministry 
of Education and Culture established 
that there are 17,000 youngsters 
between the ages of 14 and 18 who 
are not accounted for in this country. 
They are not among the pupiis 
registered at educational in- 
stitutions, nor are they listed as 
workers; and there is good reason to 
assume that rhany delinquents and 
eriminals spring from this source. 
Nor ts this the whole story. During 
eight months of the 1976 school year, 
16,250 pupils were classified as 
truants, either for not attending 
school regularly or for failing to at- 
tend for long periods. These canes 
were investigated by some 140 in- 
spectors, who claimed to have 
succeeded in getting 84 per cent of 
them to return to class. Of the rest, 
8.5 per cent were excused from 


further studies, while 7.5 per cent 


reniained problém cases. 

Superficially, this report seems to 
indicate a high percentage of 
success, and one might conclude that 
truancy need not be rated as a 
serious problem in Israel. Yet the 
very fact that an inspector had to be 
called In the first place indicates that 
there was an underlying problem 
that was not necessarily removed 
when the children returned tem- 
porarily to school. 

The Shimron Commission's 
recommendations on truancy are 
also not fully acceptable. Apparent- 
ly, the directive is that the law of 
compulsory school attendance 
should be more rigorously enforced 
and all children within the prescrib- 
ed age limit must be kept in, or 
brought back to school. 

There can be no doubt that truancy 
and lingering around in the streets 
lead to criminality. Yet it would be 
dangerous to send 811 under-15a who 
have left school back to their 
benches without first considering 
carefully the causes of their 
absenteeism. 


CRIMINOLOGISTS have shown that 
boys between 13 and 15 ‘who are 
eager to leave school tend to commit 
many more criminal] acts ring the 
time they are kept there against 
their will. In many Instances they 
cease being delinquent after they are 
given sion to start working. 
Insistence on continuous school 
attendance, even in adverse cir- 
cumstances, is clearly a bad policy 
since it drives young people to 
despair and from there to delinquen- 
cy. 

Each youngster of school-going 
age who resists attendance has to be 
treated individually, according to his 
particular situation and {t may well 
be that many teenagers will be found 
to be better off not attending school. 

A study on absenteeism in Israel 
conducted some years ago by Jaffe 
and Smilansky established six main 
reasons for children dropping out of 
schoo). Invariably there are two or 
more concomitant causes in each 
case, but it is often possible to pin- 
polnt the main factor. ᾿ 

it was found that 29 per cent of 
dropouts were motivated by poor 
economic circumstances tn the 
home. The second most important 
factor, affecting 24 per cent of them, 
was inability to cope with the pace of 
the class. An age difference due to 
failure in previous years accounted 
for 12 per cent. Inability to adjust to 
8 new school or environment, was 
fourth on the list with 10.5 per cent. 
Causes of a strictly personal nature, 
such as psychological difficulties, 
broken home. and physical han- 
dicaps, together accounted for 20 per 
cent of truants, while the remaining 
5 per cent covered all other 
variables. .

to make a cursory review of the 
situation locally and have come up 
with the following rough figures: 

Poor home conditions, and 
background — 30 per cent; low in- 
telligence and lack of motivation —

26 per cent. All other causes account 
for the remaining 16 per cent. 

1 would like to stress again that we 
refer to main causes only, though in 
each case there are other elements 
that aggravate the situation.

Similarly, to take a child from an 
underprivileged home who carries 
serious problems on his young 
shouldera, or one who suffers from 
other difficulties and cannot cope, 
and bring him back to the classroom 
by force of law, is in most cases as 
hopeless as it is unfair. 

While there are schools that cater 
tor the slow, retarded or problematic 
child, they too often bear a stigma 
and cannot cope with the problem of 
truancy. The sensible and humane 
approach — to deal with each case 
individually — is unfortunately also 
the most costly, in terms of material 
and manpower, of which there is an 
acute shortage. Yet the untold ex- 
pense of institutionalizing delin- 
quents and incarcerating criminals 
is far greater than that of any form 
of special education.
